WHY BATTERY BECOMES WEAK

Drop .in. Voltage Occurs When Plates
Have Absorbed Solution, Re-
tarding Acid.

The  drop In voltage or thf dis-
charged condition of a storage battery
occurs when plates within the battery
have absorbed the acid in the battery
solution. When a battery is discharg-
Ing this.acid goes into the .plates and
forms a compound of acid and lead,
called lead sulphate. It is when this
sulphate fllls up the pores of the
plates, retarding the acld in its circu-
lation into the plates that the battery
becomes weak.
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Where the fingers cannot reach, a
tool with jaw clamps will. This Is &
pencil-shaped instrument with a rod
running through it holding four jaws
at one end. At the other end a spring
is compressed, which forces out the
jaws. When the jaws are placed over
the inaccessible nut or bolt the spring
is released and the juws take a firm
hold.
